It must be remembered, of course, that the democratic 
method of handling affairs is seldom the hast complicated 
and quickest method.

PROFESSORS CHARGES ARE UNFOUNDED 

GUEST EDITORIAL'' - 

In the current (March 7) issue of Hie Saturday Even- 
! ing Bust, a University of Indiana journalism professor, 
Jerome Ellison, charged that American! cofleges are be¬ 
coming “maniage mills and fun factories.*’ 

According to this enlightened’ 25-year veteran of the 
"Battle of Life." there is a national inclination, on the part 
of college students, to push education aside anytime it in¬ 
terferes with love or comfort, money or fun. 

The article, entitled "Are We Making a Playground Out 
of College?." gave the author's views on how to curb the 
situation. Such novelties as abolishing automobiles on 
. campus, doing away with sororities and fraternities, elim- 
j mating "plush" university housing for married students— 
until hubby becomes a senior—and establishing a re-en¬ 
trance examination at the beginning of the junior year 
were suggested corrective measures for America's bad lit- 
i tie college Inns and girls. 

Had Ellison been the least hit rational, or correct, 
about the accusations which he made against today's col- 
i lege students he would have made to look elsewhere to find 
wins and means of improving such a situation. 

Certainly abolishment of automobiles from the campus 
would ease one problem—parking. But to take action of 
this kind on all car owing collegians because “someone felt” 
this would rid American colleges of the few campus play¬ 
boys that actually exist would be enacting an undue punish¬ 
ment and possible hardship on many thousands of inno¬ 
cent student automobile owners. 

As far as disbanding fraternities and sororities on one 
person’s wild assumptions that this would further cleanse 
our 'picnicing campuses' of two big “fun factories” would 
in itself be destroying organizations that have, and are, 
supporting and giving aid to hundreds of colleges and uni¬ 
versities throughout the United States by their campus 
improvement programs, public relations, and, at times, by 
monetary gifts used in furthering scholarships and loan 
funds for students. 

And to top off all of his accusations, Ellison led with 
his right when he suggested that the married collegian is 
attending college just for the sake of living in “plush apart¬ 
ments" while enjoying a big party and having one continu¬ 
ous party. 

Probably the married student is more devoted to his 
studies and school work than any other classification of 
student. 

Although Ellison made it quite clear in his article that 
he was speaking with a background of 25 years of editing, 
writing, teaching, and publishing, it seems to us that he 
lias spent most of this life in a vacuum—and unmarried to 
hoot!
